Proposes Stiffen 
Driving Penalties 


By Richard Sanburn 

OTTAWA.—Amendments to the 
|eriminal code providing for much 
heavier penalties for would-be ban- 
dits and for automobile drivers in- 
volved in accidents are sougnt in a 
bill introduced by T. L. Chureh 
(Prog. Cons., Toronto Broadview) 

The bill would make it just as 
much a criminal offence to use a 


j}dummy pistol, or anything that looks 


like a gun, as it is to use a real gun. 

The penalty for failing to stop at 
the scene of an accident would be 
increased to a prison term of not 
less than six months, and the car 
would be subject to seizure and sale 
by the crown 

Penalties for drunk driving would 
be boosted, if Mr. Church's proposals 
were adopted. The penalty for a 
first offence would be not less than 
two months and not more than six. 
This doubles the minimum penalty. 
Penalties all along the line for 
drunk driving charges are increased 
heavily, and convicted persons would 
not be given the option of a fine 

Hit-and-run drivers would be 
subject to minimum sentence of not 
less than six months, and would lose 
their cars 

Still another stiff provision in Mr. 
Church's bill is that any driver who 
causes the death of another person, 
whether or not that driver was en- 
tirely or partially at fault, would not 
be allowed to drive a car tor two

That is 
why the tragedy, and privation, 
and suffering which war has 
brought has failed to bring forth 
co-operative action to solve the 


common problems which face all | 


peoples in Europe today, 


PERHAPS IT may seem that 


| this is Europe’s problem and is 


no concern of Canada’s or Can- 
adians, Yet, because so many of 
our people have come to us from 
Europe, and because so many 
more will come in the future, 
this is a problem which we 
should thoroughly understand 
even if it does not lie within 
our power to solve it in Europe 

No Canadian could have look- 
ed at the passing scene for the

who come to Canada become 
| Canadians in every sense of th: 
| word, We must make them re- 
alize that this is a new and won- 
| derful land where there will be 


no place in their lives for hate ™ 


or fear, We must make them 
realize that to be a Canadian 
is a privilege which makes the 
past unimportant, 

| And the only way to make 
| them realize that is for those of 
us who live here to set them an 
| example. For we have been tov 
slow to recognize how lucky w« 
are to be Canadians. We hav 
been too prone to lay emphasis 
not on what we are but on what 
| we or our fathers, or our grand- 
fathers or our great - grandfath- 
ers were, 


WE SHOULD remember that 
it is not where its peoples come 
from that makes a nation great. 

| It is what a people does with 
| their opportunities which deter- 
mines its future and the nation’s 
| stature, 

S a nation we are peopled ex- 
| clusively by men and women 
whose progeniters were unhappy 
in the land of their birth but 
who had the courage to leave 
their homes to seek security and 
happiness and liberty and oppor- 
tunity in this land wherein you 
and I now live. You and I today 
enjoy many of the things they 
hoped to find here. If we would 
pass them on, increased and im- 
proved, to our children and our 
children’s children we had bet- 
ter start being proud of the fact 
that we are all Canadians.

They make sure that the vo- 
ting is not secret, When neces- 
sary, they pack the ballot boxes. 
Then they boast that the vote 1s 
almost unanimously in their fa- 
vor and hence that they are more 
democratic than our western 


governments which usually 
squeeze in by a narrow majority, 
But they do hold elections 


That is the whole point, They 
dare not admit that they are dic- 
tators, They must pretend to be 
democrats or they will not long 
remain tyrants. The idea of de- 
mocracy lives, and with all their 
power, the dictators are not 
strong enough to quarrel with it, 
The will of the men toward 
freedom marches and the dicta- 
tor must seem to march with it. 
These inner instincts of the hu- 
man being are so _ irresistible 
that the dictator, even while try- 
ing to suppress them, must pre- 
tend to be their champion. Thus, 
to the name of democracy and 
freedom he must attempt to give 
a new meaning. He must con- 
vince the people that democracy 
and freedom in chains are some- 
how more democratic and free 
than the real thing 

The greatest tribute to democ- 
racy and freedom, therefore 
not to be found in the western 
nations, where these things are 
taken as a matter of course, bul 
in the dictatorships, where they 
are unknown 


THE DICTATORS of ancient 
times, the Pharoahs, the Roman 
emperors, the Mgngul khans, did 
not have to resort to the gestures 
and pretensions of the modern 
head of a police state, Since there 
s no liberty anywhere in the 
world then, no ruler had to bow 
before it even as a formality 
But when a tyran must go 


through all the motions of elec- 


tions, and proclaim a democratic 


constitutior and denounce the 
oppression of the free countries, 
it is evident that the, idea of 


liberty, the importance of the 
humar individual, is slowly 
spreading throughout the world 
It percolates through frontiers 
It breaks through censorship, It 
penetrates the curtain of thick- 
est iron 

It lives because it has the un- 
quenchable stuff of life in it, It 
ves because it is right, Where- 
as, says Carlyle, “no le can live 
fovever, The very Truth has to 
change its vesture from time to 
time and be born again, But all

But with all their equipment 
of propaganda, spies, censors, 
police and prisons the dictators 
cannot persuade men that the 
inner intimations of their spirit 
are false, are mere delusions, are 
the inventions of capitalists, 
clerics or fools,

doubtedly sincere in believing 
that all such things are imagin- 
ary, no more than comforting 
dreams for grandchildren who 
cannot face the facts of life and 
who cannot be trusted to rule 
themselves, The dictators recog- 
nize them not as valid entities 
in themselves but as temporary 
political forces which must be 
humored, cajoled and warped to 
fit the state system. 

Yet, despite all this warping 
and distortion, even the sincerest 
dictator must be discouraged 
when he sees how the original 
shape persists, how all the sup- 
posed illusions continue to show 
the signs of life within them, 
how every day these disagree- 
able facts clamor increasingly 
for satisfaction, how more and 
more they must be appeased 
with lies, gestures and masquer- 
ades 


PERHAPS EVEN now the 
wiser dictators must suspect 
their mistake and see that, like 
Canute, they are trying to hold 
back an inexorable tide, All lies, 
because they have no life of their 
own and can live only as men 
are strong enough to give them 
the temporary semblance of life, 
have sentence of death written 
down against them, and sentence 
will be carried out in due. time. 
Meanwhile the sentence is ad- 
mitted and blazoned out so that 
all men can see when the police 
State must disguise itself as a 
democracy, when no dictator is 
Strong enough to admit the truth 
about himself
